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DETAILED ACTION 

1 .0 The application of Stefaan Jozef De Cnodder entitled SHAPING METHOD AND 

RELATED SHAPER filed on 10/19/2000 and amended on September 14, 2004 was examined. 

Claims 1-9 are pending. A PTO 1449 was received on September 24, 2004 all of the documents 

except the non-patent literature were reviewed; because, the non- patent literature documents 

were not present in the case. If the applicant desires for these references to be considered the 

examiner requests that these documents be resubmitted. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2,0 The present invention is directed to a shaper which accepts incoming flow into a buffer, a 
first determiner calculates leaking time moment based upon a traffic contract, a marker is fed 
back from down stream with a conform time moment, and if the conform time moment is less 
than the leak time then leak time moment is set equal to the conform time, and leak time moment 
determines the out going flow of the buffer. 

The closest prior art is the Lyon et. al. (U.S. Patent No.: 6,333,917) which is an IDS document of 
record. Lyon teaches a shaper which accepts incoming flow into buffers, measures the flow 
rate, and feeds back the flow rate. 

The closest prior art Lyon et. al. (U.S. Patent No.: 6,333, 917) does not either singularly or in 
combination disclose, anticipate, or render the following claim limitation obvious: 

"comparing said conform time moment with said leaking time moment and in the even when 
said conform time moment is earlier than said leaking time moment, giving said leaking time 
moment the value of said conform time moment in order to leak said buffered data packet at that 
time moment" as claimed in Claims 1 & 6. 

In Addition: 

Claims 2-5 are allowed because they depend upon Claim 1. 
Claims 7-9 are allowed because they depend upon Claim 6.
